Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  lay  before  you  my  report  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
condition  of  the  Southern  Division  of  the  district  for  the  year  1913,  being 
the  twenty-fifth  Annual  Report  I  have  had  the  honour  of  submitting. 

The  geological  formation  of  the  district  is  limestone  and  millstone 
grit  associated  with  sandstone,  it  is  hilly  and  well  wooded,  with  the 
exception  of  Adel  and  Menston,  which  are  residental  districts;  the 
population  is  mostly  engaged  in  agriculture  and  the  factories  of  the 
neighbouring  towns.  Work  generally  has  been  plentiful  and  there  has 
been  no  want. 

The  year  was  marked  by  the  mild  winter  months,  delightful  summer 
and  the  most  glorious  autumn  within  the  memory  of  man. 

The  area  of  the  district  is  13,285  acres,  the  total  population  including 
the  Institutions,  as  shewn  by  the  1911  census,  5,849,  and  that  of  the 
district  proper,  3,737.  The  estimated  population  of  the  district  proper 
for  1913  is  3,930.  The  rateable  value  is  ^43,280.  There  are  six  public 
elementary  schools  and  the  following  public  institutions ;  the  West 
Riding  Asylum,  Menston,  the  Wharfedale  Union  Joint  Isolation  Hospital, 
Menston,  and  the  Cookridge  Convalescent  Hospitals  in  the  Adel-cum- 
Eccup  township. 

During  the  year  there  were  registered  56  births,  25  males  and  31 
females,  giving  a  rate  of  14'24  per  thousand,  against  25'26  for  last  year. 
First  quarter,  11  ;  Second,  16:  Third,  12;  Fourth,  17. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  the  district  was  204  ;  117 
males  and  87  females,  of  which  156,  93  males  and  63  females  occurred  in 
the  Asylum,  Menston ;  5,  3  males  and  2  females  in  the  Cookridge 
Hospitals ;  and  12,  5  males  and  7  females  in  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
leaving  31,  16  males  and  15  females  for  the  district  proper  ;  to  these  must 
be  added  4,  1  male  and  3  females  which  occurred  outside  the  district  but 
belonging  thereto,  and  deducted  1  male  which  occurred  in  the  district 
other  than  Institutions  but  which  did  not  belong  thereto.  The  nett 
number  of  deaths  thus  becomes  34,  16  males  and  18  females,  giving  a 
rate  of  8'65  per  thousand  against  12'36  for  last  year.  First  quarter,  11  ; 
second,  8  ;  third,  9  ;  fourth,  6.  The  death  rate  is  the  lowest  recorded 
with  the  exceptions  of  the  years  1890  and  1908  when  it  was  7’6  and  6  80 
respectively. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  was  2, 
giving  an  Infantile  Mortality  per  1,000  births  of  35'7,  against  51'1  for 
last  year. 

Of  deaths  due  to  the  Chief  Epidemic  Diseases,  there  were  2,  Measles 
1,  and  Diarrhoea,  1,  giving  a  rate  of  0’50  per  thousand,  against  nil  for 
last  year. 

The  number  of  deaths  due  to  Phthisis  was  2,  giving  a  rate  of  0'50 
per  thousand,  against  0'80  for  last  year. 

Thirteen  of  the  deaths  were  respectively — 81,  79,  79,  75,  81,  83,  70, 
77,  73,  75,  79,  78,  85. 

Two  inquests  were  held,  one  of  a  person  not  belonging  to  the  district 
found  dead  on  the  moor  at  Hawksworth,  and  one  at  Hawksworth,  from 
the  explosion  of  a  steam  boiler.

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Forty-eight  cases  of  Notifiable  Diseases  were  reported  against  31  in 
1912,  viz  : — Scarlet  Fever,  30  ;  Diptheria,  5  ;  Typhoid  Fever,  1  ; 
Erysipelas,  4  ;  Phthisis,  4  ;  Other  Tubercular  Disease,  4  ;  of  these  1 
occurred  in  the  Asylum,  3  in  the  Cookridge  Hospitals,  and  4  in  the 
Orphanage,  Bramhope,  leaving  40  for  the  district  proper.  Twenty-six 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  4  of  Diphtheria  were  removed  to  Hospital. 

The  cost  of  notification  was  £6  against  £3  17s.  6d.  for  last  year. 
The  cost  of  the  Hospital  treatment  for  the  Northern  and  Southern 
divisions  of  the  district  for  the  year  ending  1913,  was — General  Expenses, 
£490  5s  Id.  ;  Maintenance  Expenses,  £67  9s.  Od.  ;  the  number  of 
cases  treated  during  that  period,  being  21.

Thirty  cases  were  reported  against  twelve  in  1912,  one  occurred  in 
the  Asylum  and  was  removed  to  Hospital,  one  in  the  Cookridge  Hospitals 
removed  to  the  Leeds  Isolation  Hospital,  and  four  in  the  Orphanage, 
Bramhope  removed  to  Hospital.  In  the  district  proper  24  cases  occurred 
in  18  houses,  three  being  in  one  house  at  Menston,  two  in  two  houses  at 
Menston,  three  in  one  house  at  Esholt  and  the  remainder  in  separate 
houses.  The  attack  rate  per  thousand  was  O' 76,  there  were  no  deaths. 
The  first  case  was  notified  March  13th,  from  Esholt,  followed  the  follow¬ 
ing  day  by  two  others  in  the  same  house,  the  infection  was  contracted 
outside  the  district  and  all  were  removed  to  Hospital.  The  fourth,  March 
14th  at  Menston,  was  a  case  of  mixed  infection  of  Scarlet  Fever  and 
Diphtheria  in  a  child  aged  five  years,  she  had  attended  school,  but  the 
source  of  infection  was  not  apparent,  the  last  previous  case  in  the  village 
being  in  November.  On  June  19th  two  cases  were  reported  from  one 
house  in  Menston,  removed  to  Hospital.  The  seventh  case  occurred 
September  17th  at  Bramhope,  source  of  infection  unknown,  removed  to 
Hospital.  On  September  22nd,  the  eighth  case  was  notified  from 
Menston  and  proved  to  be  the  first  of  a  series  of  10  cases  connected  with 
the  Council  School,  more  especially  the  Infants  department.  All  the 
cases,  with  the  exception  of  one,  were  removed  to  Hospital.  The  Infants 
department  was  closed  from  September  30th  until  October  19th,  disinfected 
and  thoroughly  cleaned  On  three  occasions  I  visited  the  School  and 
examined  all  the  children.  Special  reports  were  sent  to  the  Local  Gov¬ 
ernment  Board  and  County  Council.  On  December  24th  a  further  case 
occurred  in  Menston,  followed  by  six  others  during  the  following  week, 
that  is  at  a  period  when  the  schools  were  closed.  The  infection  at  the 
Bramhope  Orphanage  was  introduced  from  London.  In  all  26  cases 
were  removed  to  Hospital. 


Diphtheria. 

Five  cases  were  reported  against  two  in  1912,  they  occurred  in  three 
houses;  the  attack  rate  per  thousand  being  O' 12.  On  April  24th  two 
cases  were  reported  from  one  house  in  Menston  and  were  removed  to 
Hospital;  the  source  of  infection  was  not  apparent,  the  last  previous  case 
in  the  village  occurred  February  11th,  1911.  The  sanitary  surroundings 
of  the  house  were  satisfactory,  the  children  had  attended  the  Council 
School  on  the  21st.  On  May  11th  the  third  case  was  notified  from 
Menston,  a  child  aged  seven  years,  who  had  attended  school  on  May  1st, 
and  on  May  14th  a  second  case  in  the  same  house,  both  were  removed  to 
Hospital.  On  May  29th  the  fifth  case  occurred,  also  in  Menston  and  was 
treated  at  home. 

Typhoid  Fever. 

Only  one  case  occurred  and  that  in  the  Asylum. 

Measles. 

Were  prevalent  during  February  and  March,  the  school  at  Bramhope 
being  closed  from  February  18th  until  after  the  Easter  Holidays,  one 
death  was  registered. 
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Whooping  Cough. 

No  epidemic  occurred  during  the  year. 

Influenza. 

Was  very  prevelant  during  the  early  months  of  the  year,  and  cases 
continued  to  occur  during  the  remaining  months,  in  fact,  now  we  never 
appear  to  be  without  it. 

Chicken  Pox. 

A  few  cases  occurred  in  Menston  during  January  and  February. 

During  the  first  week  of  January,  cases  of  illness  occurred  at  Menston 
apparently  associated  with  the  consumption  of  tainted  food  supplied  at  a 
children’s  party.  The  names  of  all  the  people  in  attendance  were 
obtained  and  the  Inspector  made  a  minute  and  exhaustive  enquiry  into 
the  various  articles  of  food  each  person  had  partaken  of.  I  also  took 
samples  of  blood  from  certain  persons  affected,  for  examination  by  an 
Inspector  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  who  visited  the  district  and 
enquired  into  the  outbreak.  No  deaths  occurred,  but  at  least  two  persons 
were  seriously  ill.  Notwithstanding  all  the  trouble  Mr.  Morfitt  and 
myself  incurred,  we  have  not  been  favoured  with  the  result  of  the 
Inspector’s  enquiries. 

Tubercular  Disease. 

Four  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  four  of  other  Tubercular 
Disease  were  notified.  Two  were  admitted  to  Sanatoria.  No  cases  of 
Tuberculosis  in  cattle  were  discovered,  arrangements  are  made  for  the 
inspection  of  suspicious  cattle  by  a  Veterinary  Surgeon. 

Immediately  on  receipt  of  notification  the  infected  houses  are  visited 
by  the  Inspector  and  myself,  and  the  use  of  the  Isolation  Hospital 
offered.  Enquiries  are  made  as  to  the  probable  source  of  infection,  and 
an  inspection  of  the  sanitary  arrangements  and  condition  of  the  houses 
noted.  If  the  case  is  treated  at  home  it  is  seen  that  efficient  isolation  is 
available,  and  the  remaining  members  of  the  household  are  requested 
not  to  attend  any  place  of  worship  or  other  public  gatherings,  children 
being  withdrawn  from  the  day  and  Sunday  Schools.  At  the  termination 
of  the  case  or  on  removal  to  Hospital  the  rooms  are  disinfected  by  the 
Inspector.  In  the  case  of  Phthisis  the  houses  are  visited  and  a  record 
kept  of  the  number  of  inmates  and  rooms,  water  supply,  ventilation,  and 
sanitary  arrangements,  leaflets  of  instructions  are  left,  and  in  case  of 
death  or  removal  the  rooms  disinfected.  Provision  is  made  by  the 
County  Council  for  the  treatment  of  insured  persons  and  their  dependents 
in  Sanatoria,  insured  persons  also  receive  domiciliary  treatment.  A 
Dispensary  with  two  beds  for  observation  cases  has  been  opened  at  Otley 
associated  with  which  is  a  Tuberculosis  Medical  Officer  and  two  Nurses, 
branch  dispensaries  are  shortly  to  be  established.

Adel  =  CUm  =  Eccup. — The  houses  in  this  district  are  scattered,  the  outlying 
farms  having  private  supplies,  as  also  the  Cookridge  Hospitals.  The 
hamlet  of  Eccup  has  a  common  supply.  Certain  houses  at  New  Adel 
have  not  a  supply  within  a  reasonable  distance  (140  yards),  there  is  a 
stand  pipe  connected  with  the  Leeds  mains,  but  it  is  at  such  a  distance 
from  the  houses  as  not  to  constitute  an  efficient  supply,  and  further 
owing  to  want  of  pressure  is  not  constant.  Ten  houses  and  farms  at 
Cookridge  are  without  a  satisfactory  supply. 

Alwoodley. — Of  the  54  houses,  26  are  on  the  Leeds  supply,  the  remainder 
having  private  ones. 

Bramhope. —  In  order  to  augment  the  supply  to  this  village,  an  additional 
well  wTas  sunk  in  1912.  The  water  is  pumped  into  a  small  reservoir, 
unfortunately,  during  the  present  year  it  was  found  to  leak,  but  the 
defect  is  being  remedied. 

Carlton. — For  East  and  West  Carlton,  a  very  satisfactory  supply  was 
provided  by  the  owner  of  the  estate  some  years  ago,  a  spring  in 
Yorkgate  being  utilised  and  piped  to  each  house  Additional  provision 
has  also  been  made  for  the  supply  of  the  Manor  House.  In  the  houses 
at  Moorside,  a  supply  is  also  provided  by  the  owner  of  the  estate. 

Esholt. — The  supply  to  this  village  is  from  the  mains  of  the  Yeadon  Water 
Company,  whose  gathering  ground  is  Rombalds  Moor.  The  water  is 
plumbo-solvent,  but  is  treated  before  distribution. 

Hawksworth. — The  supply  is  one  from  a  spring,  laid  on  to  the  houses  by 
the  owner  of  the  estate,  supplemented  from  the  mains  of  the  Yeadon 
Company,  which  pass  through  the  village.  The  Hall  and  Golf  House 
are  supplied  from  this  source. 

Menston. — The  works  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Council,  the  gathering 
ground  being  surface  water  and  springs  on  the  Moor.  The  storage 
reservoir  is  of  limited  capacity  and  during  the  summer  there  was  a 
shortage  of  supply,  especially  at  South  View,  particularly  on  those 
days  when  there  was  a  heavy  draw  on  the  supply.  Provision  is  being 
made  for  an  augmented  supply  from  the  Burley  authority.  The  County 
Asylum  is  supplied  by  pumping  from  a  deep  well  on  the  estate. 
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Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal.

The  open  middens  are  mostly  in  connection  with  the  outlying  farm  houses. 

Adel  =  Clim  =  Eccup.  —  The  township  comprises  an  area  of  4,809  acres,  with 
189  houses  which  are  very  scattered.  The  sewage  is  disposed  of  either 
by  being  discharged  directly  on  to  the  land  or  into  cesspools,  the  over¬ 
flow  from  which,  in  some  cases,  discharges  into  streams.  The  drainage 
of  this  area  has  had  the  attention  of  the  Council  for  some  time,  and  on 
September  29th,  1912,  a  Local  Government  Board  Enquiry  was  held 
concerning  an  application  for  a  loan  for  the  purpose.  In  order  to 
obviate  the  injustice  of  outlying  property  having  to  share  the  cost  of  a 
scheme,  which  will  not  benefit  the  property,  the  Council  petitioned  the 
Board  to  define  a  special  drainage  area,  this  the  Board  declined  to, 
but  with  suggested  modifications  in  the  plans,  and  provisions  for  an 
increased  dry  time  flow,  sanctioned  the  scheme.  Unfortunately  since 
the  scheme  was  approved,  the  cost  of  labour  and  materials  have  in¬ 
creased  to  such  an  extent  as  to  necessitate  an  application  for  an 
additional  loan. 


Alwoodley. — The  sewage  is  mostly  dealt  with  on  land  or  gardens  adjoining 
the  houses,  that  of  one  house  is  admitted  into  the  Leeds  sewers.  A 
small  scheme  has  been  completed  for  the  accomodation  of  certain 
houses,  but  is  not  at  present  working  satisfactorily,  an  assurance  has 
been  given  by  the  agent  of  the  estate  that  the  inadequacy  shall  be 
remedied. 

Bramhope.— The  village  area  of  the  township  is  efficiently  sewered  by 
sanitary  socketed  pipes,  which  are  ventilated,  the  sewage  being  dealt 
with  by  broad  irrigation  before  discharging  into  the  stream.  A  scheme 
for  the  treatment  of  sewage  from  Bramhope  Moor  by  filtration  has 
been  completed. 
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Carlton.  —Sewage  from  the  houses  at  East  Carlton  is  dealt  with  by  a  very 
satisfactory  scheme  provided  by  the  owner  of  the  estate.  It  is  run 
into  a  tank  of  breeze,  the  effluent  being  innocuous,  that  of  the  Manor 
House  is  dealt  with  in  a  similar  manner,  in  a  tank  in  the  Park. 

Esholt  . — The  village  is  sewered  by  sanitary  socketed  pipes,  which  are 
ventilated.  The  sewage  is  dealt  with  by  intermittent  downward 
filtration  before  being  discharged  into  the  river. 

Hawksworth. — The  village  is  efficiently  sewered,  the  sewage  being  dis¬ 
charged  into  a  settling  tank,  the  cost  of  the  scheme  being  borne  by  the 
owner  of  the  estate. 

Menston. — The  village  is  efficiently  sewered  by  sanitary  socketed  pipes, 
which  are  ventilated,  the  sewage  is  dealt  with  jointly  with  that  of  the 
Burley  Urban  Council,  by  intermittent  downward  filtration  previous  to 
discharge  into  the  river.  The  only  township  in  which  the  scavenging 
is  systematically  dealt  with  is  Menston,  where  it  is  contracted  for,  in 
the  remainder  the  contents  of  the  middens  are  removed  by  the  local 
farmers  and  used  as  manure. 


Rivers  Pollution. 

With  the  exception  of  the  township  of  Adel-cum-Eccup,  no  pollution 
occurs,  and  as  previously  referred  to,  a  scheme  for  the  sewage  and  treatment 
of  the  sewage  of  the  district  has  already  received  the  sanction  of  the  Board 
and  is  being  pushed  forward  as  rapidly  as  is  possible. 


Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  1909. 

Of  the  950  houses  in  the  district  about  47<>  are  of  the  value  of  yjl6  or 
under,  they  are,  with  few  exceptions,  substantially  built  of  stone,  dry,  well 
lighted  and  drained.  Four  have  been  built  during  the  year.  The  inspection 
was  commenced  during  the  later  months  of  1910,  thirty  were  inspected  during 
1911,  and  105  during  1912.  During  1913,  91  were  inspected,  of  which  39 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  52  to  have  certain  defects  as  specified  in  the 
Inspector’s  report.  Records  of  air  space,  lighting,  ventilation,  water  supply, 
etc.,  are  noted.  No  closing  orders  were  issued. 
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Sanitary  Work. 

From  the  Inspector’s  Report  which  is  appended,  it  will  be  seen  that  5 
nuisances  remanded  unabated  at  the  close  of  1912,  and  15  were  reported  during 
1913,  of  which  4  remain  unabated.  In  addition  to  the  above  a  considerable 
number  of  nuisances  of  minor  importance  have  been  abated  by  occupiers  on 
their  attention  being  drawn  to  them.  The  51  Cowsheds  and  6  Slaughter¬ 
houses  have  been  regularly  inspected,  the  condition  <4  the  former  is  much  more 
satisfactory  than  in  former  years,  especially  as  regards  ventilation  and  cleanli¬ 
ness,  it  was,  however,  found  to  be  necessary  to  decline  to  register  2  as  being 
unfit  for  the  housing  of  milk  cows.  No  food  unfit  for  consumption  was  found 
exposed  for  sale.  The  percentage  of  Vaccination  is  low  owing  to  the  facilities 
available  for  obtaining  exemption  orders.  The  Medical  inspection  of  children 
in  the  elementary  schools  is  conducted  by  full  time  officers.  The  Water 
supplies  and  Sanitary  arrangements  of  the  schools  are  satisfactory.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Report  of  the  Northern  District  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1913. 

The  District  consists  of  18  Townships,  having  at  the  Census  of  1911  a 
population  of  3,533,  and  an  average  of  37,528  acres. 

I  estimate  the  population  for  1913  at  3,609. 

The  geological  formation  is  millstone  grit,  and  it  is  traversed  from 
West  to  East  by  the  river  Wharfe,  and  from  North  to  South  by  the 
Washburn,  which  forms  a  junction  with  the  Wharfe  at  Death  ley. 

The  District  is  mainly  Agricultural,  but  partially  residential  at  Pool  and 
Middleton,  and  it  is  in  the  latter  places  that  the  increase  of  population  takes 
place,  as  in  the  other  Townships  it  is  practically  stationary. 


Deaths. 

The  total  registered  was  26,  of  these  15  were  females  and  11  males,  and 
to  these  must  be  added  3  cases,  1  male  and  2  females,  who  died  outside  the 
district,  giving  a  total  of  29  deaths.  One  death,  a  female,  aged  41  years, 
from  Melbourne,  Australia,  of  Diabetes  Millitus,  is  included. 

The  Death  Rate  is  7 '75,  for  1912  it  was  10'55  per  1,000.  This  Rate  is 
the  lowest  ever  recorded. 

There  was  only  one  death  from  Tubercular  causes,  giving  a  Tubercular 
Rate  of  0'27,  for  1912  it  was  0'55  per  1,000. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Zymotic  causes,  in  1912  the  Zymotic  Rate 
was  0'55  per  1  000. 

There  were  3  deaths  under  1  year,  giving  an  Infantile  Mortality  of  51 '72 
per  1,000  births;  in  1912  it  was  41  09,  with  the  same  number  of  deaths, 
but  in  1912  the  number  of  births  was  73,  and  in  1913,  only  58.

Female,  8  years,  Middleton,  Diptheria,  isolated  at  Home. 
Female,  26  years,  Middleton,  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

Male,  5  years,  Nessfield,  Scarlet  Fever,  removed  to  Isolation 
Hospital. 

Scarlet  Fever. 


Of  the  7  cases  reported,  the  first  was  at  Stainburn  on  Jan.  17th,  and  was 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  I  visited  and  examined  the  School  children, 
but  could  trace  no  other  case  nor  the  origin  of  this  case.  There  were  no  further 
cases. 

On  Jan.  25th,  4  cases  were  reported  at  a  Farm  house  at  Norwood,  the 
first  case  undoubtedly  was  contracted  in  Bradford  and  was  not  seen  until 
the  peeling  stage  by  a  Medical  man  and  had  then  infected  3  others.  The 
Farm  house  was  well  isolated  and  the  cases  were  treated  at  home.  All 
precautions  being  taken  to  prevent  further  spread  of  the  disease.  On  May 
28th,  a  case  was  reported  at  Nessfield,  and  as  the  other  children  had  been 
removed  to  a  neighbouring  Farm  house  where  their  grandparents  lived,  the 
case  was  treated  at  home,  the  Farm  house  being  well  isolated.  On  Nov.  15th, 
a  case  was  reported  at  Nessfield,  a  boy  who  attended  School  at  Ilkley,  and 
where  some  cases  existed  at  the  time,  the  case  was  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital. 

Diphtheria. 

Four  cases  were  notified,  the  first  a  child  of  7  years,  on  Feb.  15th,  at 
Arthington.  The  source  of  infection  could  not  be  traced,  but  the  child 
travelled  daily  by  train  to  Otley,  to  attend  School.  Another  case,  a  female,  aged 
24  years,  was  notified  on  April  7th  at  an  isolated  Farm  at  Norwood.  She 
had  not  been  away  from  home,  but  had  had  a  friend  staying  with  her  who  had 
been  suffering  from  a  sore  throat,  but  whether  this  case  had  been  Diphtheria 
there  was  no  evidence  to  be  obtained.  Two  cases  were  notified  in  children, 
aged  4  years  and  8  years,  at  Middleton,  on  Sept.  16th  and  19th  respectively. 
The  first  case  contracted  the  disease  at  a  popular  seaside  resort  and  came  home 
suffering  from  it.  They  were  isolated  at  home. 
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When  notifications  are  received,  the  houses  are  visited  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  myself,  inspection  of  premises  and  efforts  to  trace  the  source  of 
infection  made.  Unless  perfect  isolation  can  be  assured  and  a  proper 
segregation  of  contacts  obtained,  pressure  is  brought  to  bear  to  get  the 
removal  of  the  case  to  the  joint  Isolation  Hospital.  Disinfection  is  carried 
out  after  the  removal  of  a  case  or  at  its  termination,  and  advice  as  to  pro¬ 
cedure  to  prevent  further  spread  of  the  disease  given. 

With  the  exception  of  the  cases  mentioned,  we  had  no  epidemic  of  the 
so  called  Zymotic  diseases  during  the  year,  and  there  was  no  need  for  any 
School  closure. 

Influenza. 

Prevalent  during  the  second  Quarter,  and  to  this  cause  one  death  was 
attributed. 

Townships  in  Detail. 

Water  Supplies  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Arthington. — This  Township  consists  of  a  straggling  village  and  scattered 
houses,  the  acreage  is  2,266  acres  and  a  population  of  413,  the  number 
of  houses  is  72.  There  are  approximately  23  w.c.’s  and  63  privy 
middens,  all  covered.  The  village  is  partially  sewered  in  proper 
sanitary  pipes,  ventilated,  sewage  disposal,  irrigation,  and  the  remaining 
houses  dealing  with  their  own  sewage  on  the  land.  The  water  supply  is 
good  and  ample  and  supplied  by  the  different  owners  and  the  Leeds 
Corporation. 

Askwith.— Consists  of  a  village  and  scattered  houses,  acreage  3,393, 
population  269,  number  of  houses  62,  approximate  number  w.c.’s,  4  ; 
privy  middens  (covered)  58.  It  is  partially  sewered  in  proper  sanitary 
pipes,  sewage  disposal  irrigation,  the  remaining  houses  dealing  with 
their  own  sewage  on  the  land.  Water  supply  good  and  ample, 
supplied  by  a  Joint  Water  Supply  of  Owners  and  Otley  Urban  District 
Council. 

Blubberhouses.  — Scattered  houses,  population  46,  number  of  houses  12, 
acreage  3,736  acres.  Each  house  disposes  of  its  own  sewage  on  the 
land.  Water  supply  satisfactory,  w.c.’s  5,  covered  privy  middens  7. 

Castley. — Scattered  houses,  population  49,  number  of  houses  7,  acreage 
524  acres.  Each  house  disposes  of  its  own  sewage  on  the  land. 
Water  supply  good  and  adequate,  covered  privy  middens  7,  no  w.c.’s. 

Clifton=with  =  Norwood. — Consists  of  scattered  houses,  population  252, 
number  of  houses  77,  acreage  3,627.  During  the  last  dry  year,  some 
of  the  houses  have  been  deficient  in  water  supply,  owing  partly  to 
a  pipe  track  being  driven  through  Kettlesing  Head  by  the  Leeds 
Corporation.  Several  of  the  houses  which  are  short  of  water  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  Leeds  Corporation  are  scheduled  to  be  closed  to  protect 
the  Leeds  Water  Supply  and  for  Afforestation  purposes.  Each  home 
disposes  of  its  own  sewage  on  the  land.  No.  of  w.c.’s  2,  covered 
privy  middens  75. 
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Farnley. — Consists  of  Farnley  Hall  and  cottages  for  people  employed  on 
the  estate;  also  scattered  Farm  houses.  Population  is  184,  number  of 
houses  84,  acreage  1959.  Each  house  disposes  of  its  own  sewage  on 
the  land.  Water  supply  good  and  adequate.  No.  of  w.c.’s  4,  covered 
privy  middens  80. 

Fewston. — A  straggling  village,  population  204,  number  of  houses  74? 
acreage  2186.  Each  house  disposes  of  its  own  sewage  on  the  land- 
Water  supply  good.  It  is  mostly  owned  by  the  Leeds  Corporation? 
and  houses  are  being  continually  pulled  down  to  protect  the  Leeds 
Water  Supply.  Number  of  w.c.’s  4,  covered  privy  middens  70. 

Leathley, — A  small  village  and  scattered  houses.  Population  156,  numbe1' 
of  houses  84,  acreage  1,565.  Each  house  disposes  of  its  own  sewage 
on  the  land.  Water  supply  good  and  adequate.  Number  of  w.c.’s  5 
covered  privy  middens  29. 

Lind  ley. — Scattered  houses,  population  71,  number  of  houses  18,  acreage 
1,789.  Each  house  disposes  of  its  own  sewage  on  the  land.  Water 
supply  good  and  adequate.  Number  of  w.c.’s  covered  privy 
middens  18. 

Middleton  A  residential  and  agricultural  Township.  Population  876. 
Number  of  houses  49,  acreage  2,658.  Sewage  Disposal  Works  for 
residential  parts.  The  agricultural  part  each  house  disposes  of  its 
own  sewage  on  the  land.  The  water  supply  is  good  and  adequate. 
Approximate  number  of  w.c.’s  26.  Covered  middens  20.  Scavenging 
carried  out  by  the  R.  D.C. 

Nesfield  =  with  =  Langbar. — Small  village  with  scattered  houses.  Popula¬ 
tion  188.  Number  of  houses  42,  acreage  1,925  For  the  village,  a 
small  sewage  scheme  in  sanitary  pipes,  properly  ventilated  into 
settling  tank  and  then  irrigated.  The  remaining  houses  each  disposes 
of  its  own  sewage  on  the  land.  Water  supply  good.  Number  of 
w.c.’s  2,  covered  privy  middens  40. 

Newall=with=Clifton.— Consists  of  a  village  and  scattered  houses, 
Population  148,  number  of  houses  36,  acreage  978.  Small  sewage 
scheme  in  sanitary  pipes,  ventilated  on  land  and  irrigated.  The 
remaining  houses  dispose  of  their  own  sewage  on  the  land.  Special 
water  supply  for  village,  other  houses  supplied  by  wells  and  springs. 
Quality  good,  w.c.’s  2,  covered  middens  35. 

Pool. — A  large  village,  partially  residential,  population  87L  Number  of 
houses  184,  acreage  951.  Sewage  scheme  for  village  in  properly 
ventilated  sanitary  pipes.  Outfall  works  intermittent,  downward 
filtration,  scattered  houses  dispose  of  their  own  sewage  on  the  land. 
Scavenging  is  carried  out  by  the  R.D.  C.  Water  ample  and  good. 
Approximate  number  of  w.c.’s  68,  covered  middens  112. 
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Stainburn.—  A  small  village  and  scattered  houses,  population  149,  number 
of  houses  30,  acreage  1,566.  Each  house  disposes  of  its  own  sewage 
on  the  land.  Water  supply  good  and  adequate.  No  w.c.’s.  Covered 
drivy  middens  30. 

Timble,  Great  and  Little.— Village  and  scattered  houses,  population 
105,  number  of  houses  33,  acreage  2,070.  Each  house  disposes  of  its 
own  sewage  on  the  land  Special  water  supply  to  Timble  Great  by 
the  Rural  District  Council.  Remaing  houses  supplied  by  springs  and 
wells.  No  w.c.’s.  Covered  privy  middens  33. 

Weston. — A  small  village  and  scattered  houses,  population  143,  number  of 
houses  28,  acreage  1509.  Each  house  disposes  of  its  own  sewage  on 
the  land.  Water  supply  good  and  adequate.  No.  of  w.c.’s  7.  Covered 
privy  middens  21. 


Registered  Workshops. 

There  are  no  trades  in  the  district  except  those  incident  to  a  purely 
Agricultural  district,  and  the  Registered  Workshops  are  10  Smythys  and 
4  Joiners’  shops. 

Housing  and  Town  Planning. 

Owing  to  the  widespread  and  sparsely  populated  nature  of  the  district, 
the  carrying  out  of  this  Act  is  difficult  and  tedious.  The  Plan  adopted  is  to 
take  the  known  bad  houses  in  each  Township  first,  so  as  to  deal  with  the 
more  urgent  cases  promptly.  The  number  of  houses  inspected  was  29, "of 
these  6  were  condemned,  the  faults  being  chiefly  defective  spouts,  privies, 
roofs,  drains  and  walls.  These  six  houses  are  now  in  good  habitable  repair. 
There  is  no  shortage  of  houses  in  any  part  of  the  district  at  present,  but  owing 
to  a  growing  tendency  of  people  from  the  large  towns  adjacent  to  take  the 
best  cottages  in  some  parts  as  summer  residences,  a  scarcity  may  arise. 

Pollution  of  Rivers  and  Streams. 

There  has  been  no  pollution  known.
